Tho latest estimate of the coal aup- 
ply in Wngland places the date of 
its. exhaustion as 175 years hence, 
While this 1s ‘a long period méasured 
by the average life of a man, it does 
not Jook big compared to the history 
of that country. Our own coal supply 
is so large and the expectation—at 
léast in the mind ‘of the layman—of 
continued discoveries: of vast deposits 
of fuel, make it practically impossible 
for our own people to seriously con- 
sider the exhaustion of our own coal 
fields.
